SHIPYARDS MUST HAVE 
MORE LABOR. HE SAYS 


London. Nov. 16.—During a ro- 
reot air raid over the Gallipoli Pen* 
insula and Fonstantlnople by Brit¬ 
ish naval air service aviators, the 
former German cruiser Ooeben. now 
the Turkish warship Sultan Selim, 
was hit and a heavy expl»si«*i 
caused. It was officially announced 
here to-day. A vessel named tho 
General and reported to l*e the Ger¬ 
man headquarters at Constanti¬ 
nople. was twice hit by bombs tho 
raiders dropped. Two hits also were 
obtained upon the Turkish War Of¬ 
fice. 


London, Not. 16.—Embattled for the protection of Venice and 
Lombardy, the Italian* hare opened the floodgate* of the Piare and 
Bile Riven northeaat of Venice to keep in check the Amtro-Oerman 
force which croeaed the Piave near Oriaolera. In making thia move 
to innndate the triangle whoae apex is near San Dona di Piave, tho 
Italian* hope to prevent any enemy movement to flank the right wing 
of the Italian army along the Piave. 

Near the Adriatic the Piave and Site Rivera are contained in a 
canal running through land at or below sea level and which stretches 
for many miles along the Adriatic from the Venetian lagoon. With 
tLe rivers allowed to flow unchecked, it would appear that Anstro- 
Oerman operations in that region would be barren of results. 

i In the mountains between Asiago 
nnd the Pl.ive the great pressure of 
the invaders has not brought great re¬ 
sults. on the Asiago plateau the Ital¬ 
ians are straightening out their line 
gradually and it is there that the Ans- 
tro-Germuna have progressed slightly. 
These gains, however, apparently have 
not been of great strategic value and 
the danger of the Piave linn l**lng out¬ 
flanked. although still present, prob- 
al*i> Ua*~not become serious enough to 
cause any changes in the It.ffi.m plans. 
The Teuton pressure between the Hu- 
gan.i Valley and the Piave is very 
strong, but the Italians have been able

London, Nov. 1C. —In reply to s ques¬ 
tion in the House of Commons to day.

France Must Impo'rt Two Mil 
lion Tons of Cereals 
Next Year 


The outward appearance of the city 
is very desolate, much llk£ when the 
Austrians made thetr last descent upon 
It more than 50 years ago. All the 
main hotels, rafe* and factories and 
the Jewelry and glass shop* palronlxed 
by tourists are dosed. The Hotel 
Royal Daniel!, on the Grand Canal re¬ 
mains partly open and two well-known 
cafe* on the Plaxsa of 8t. Mark, ths 
Florin and Quadri. are still open. 
There la nothing open along the Lido. 

The city authorities ore furnishing 
trains and ships to take away any of 
the remaining population who wish to 
go. The best known centres, such ss 
the Rialto Bridge. St. Mark’s Square 
and the square where the gondolas are 
hired, ire now deserted except for a 
few stragglers There are flee shops 
open and they are selling goods at any 
price to save them from passing into 
the hands of the enemy. There has 
l»een much activity outside the lagoon 
and yesterday several gun* bombarded 
the enemy positions at the mouth of 
the Piave River. 

Home of the foreign consuls remain, 
hut the most of the other* residing 
here temporarily have gone. All the 
palace* along the Grand Canal are 
dosed and the occupants have depart - 
ed. though a few noble families and 
some descendants of the Doge* remain 
with the firm purpose of not abandon¬ 
ing the dty under any circumstance*. 
AH the Government office* have been 
removed outside the dty. but the Gov¬ 
ernment prefect. Count Cioia. remains 


sitting yesterday afternoon, agreed 
that the sinking funds of the Land 
Settlement Board should be invested in 
the present issue of the Victory - Loan. 
The i^urn at the immediate disposal of 
the Board is $36,000. nnd the necessary 
st*-ps hare lwen taken this morning to 
secure the allotment.

Great Inundation. 

Italian Headquarters in Northern 
Italy, Nov. 15. -Via Rome nnd lam- 
don. Nor. 11—(By the Associated 
Pres*.—The floodgate* of the Plnve 
Rircr and Stle or old Piave River have 
been opened by Italian military engi¬ 
neers and the enemy t* now faced by 
another Yser inundation. 

The flood was loosed at the point 
where the enemy succeeded In crossing 
the Piave near Grisolera. four miles 
from the coast, and the whole region 
wh«*re he gained lodgment Is now un¬ 
der water. The inundated territory 
form* a huge triangle about 12 miles 
on each side. With the apex at Dona 

di riser. 

To Break Hold.. 

The enemy h id been driven buck but 
still held on within this triangle until 
the dykes from both river* released 
the water over the low-lying plain. 

The chief menace at that point was 
that the enemy might l»e able to ap¬ 
proach Venice through the lagoon or 
hctrhnrd the city fnwn his position be¬ 
tween the rivers. The inundation im¬ 
poses a harrier of water 12 miles across 
and several feet deep.

Df. W. S. Wallace, Who Left 
Here to Join British A. M. C.,

CAMPAIGNING IN HILLS 
OF EASTERN MACEDONIA 


“The wonderful military roads, the 
remarkable progress in sanitation, the 
cosmopolitan character of the armies 
In Macedonia." said Lieut. W. 8. Wal- 
e. M.D., to a Tiroes representative 
V sterility, "these are the salient fac¬ 
tor* .which strike a man for the first 
time on the Balkan- front " I>r. WaU 
|a. e. who left Victoria in July last year. 
Vm* spent twelve months in Macedonia 
with the British Army Medical Corps, 
and is on his way home to Spokane. 

Mountain Roads. k 
“It is a marvelous thing,** he said. 
*lo observe what a wonderful change 
hint t«een wrought by the construction 
of these roads. They have been graded 
and rocked, and In place of modem 
American machinery one sees little 
knots of natives, chiefly Turks—some 
prisoner* of war. others pennants from 
the district-engaged In breaking up 
the mountain boulders into-sixes suit- 
• able for road metal. These roads in 
turn give place to the trails which fol¬ 
low the undulations of the country, 
and haw been Improved with cobhles. 
- giving the mules a sure foothold in had 
wea»her. From the head of the rail¬ 
ways motor lorries transport food and 
supplies to the front Une,.which varies 
from jwixty to seventy-five miles from 
Saionica. thence by mule-bock up the 
trails so far as these animals can go. 
ami then by pack to the actual front 
line The success of a campaign of 

W illis character depends on keeping the 
i nes of communication intact, with the 
\ food disfMtch unchecked, yet. in spite 
of this remarkable Organization, when 
the food <>»* been bad on the front It 
ha* been caused by delay between 
fialonlra and the front. 

‘‘Sanitation has been brought to such 
a perfect condition that we have alx>1- 
lehed cholera, such as has done con¬ 
siderable damage among the enemy, 
M well as with some of the Allied 
troops. There have also been few coses 
«•? typhoid fever. Mosquito netting has 
been served out and the truops are 
periodically lectured | on questions of 
sanitation. 

A Picturesque Army 
“Naturally on u line like that of the 
Balkans, the Allied troops, with their 
native auxiliaries, speak many lan¬ 
guages and one sees many strange uni¬ 
forms, the moat elaborate being those 
ef the new Greek army, a sergeant-

Ottawa, Nov. It —With the announce¬ 
ment by the Food Controller of addi¬ 
tional regulation* covering the manufac¬ 
ture and importation of oleomargarine, 
it is stated that pereons who dee I re 
license* and who have not applied for 
them should make application at once to 
the Veterinary-IHrector-GenersI, Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture. Ottawa. 

The butter substitute can be sold in 
Canada only in original package*, which 
must be plainly labelled, and the name 
and address of maker must be shown 
along with the official Inspection mark of 
the country of origin. The Importation 
of any substance intended for the color¬ 
ing .of oleomargarine Is strictly forbidden 
and coloring cannot be traded In within 
Canada. TliV wrappers |n which the com¬ 
modity la sold as well as the markings 
must be approved by the Veterinary- 
Direr tor-Geoer*]. 

The penalty for violation of any of 
the regulations is a fine of not less than 
16* and not more than 1600 . or Imprison¬ 
ment for a term not eaceedlng sis 
month*, or both fine and imprisonment.

Meeting Passes Resolutions 
and Hears, Address 


That the Court of Revision slmuld 
not Include aldermen a* mernl»er*. and 
that no person who ha* n«»l paid all 
hi* taxea should he eligible a* a can¬ 
didate at any municipal election were 
two resolutions unantmtHisly passed 
last night al a meeting of the mem¬ 
bers of the Civic Rctrem hment Asso¬ 
ciation. A resolution to the effect that 
the meeting go on record as favoring a 
8pedal Charter for the City of Vic¬ 
toria wuh laid over for further consid¬ 
eration by the next meeting, and an¬ 
other. which advocated a flat rale in¬ 
stead of a meter rate for water was 
deferred for the consideration of th« 
executive before being submitted. F. 

J. O'Reilly. President, was in the chair. 

Most of the time was occupied In ( 
hearing ex-Judge Harrison, who sum¬ 
marised the history of b>cal Improve¬ 
ment* In the city since IMS. In an ad- ! 
dress in which he advocated the neces¬ 
sity‘of Victoria having n separate 
Churter or private Act The attend¬ 
ance, owing, probably to other attrac¬ 
tions. wus scanty in the extnmc. but 
the Information given, verbally, and 
from reference* to old law statutes by 
the ex-Judge should t»e extremely In¬ 
teresting to *11 in the city who art* 
concerned with matters of civic gov- 

eminent 

Court of Revision. 

The resolution submitted as to the 
Niiggested exclusion of aldermen from 
the Court of Revision was proposed by 
F. *Land»bcrg and seconded l»y J. K. ; 
Wilson, and was a* follows: 

"Resolved that this Association in 
public meeting assembled request the 
Mayor and Council to uppeal to the 
legislature to amend the Act so that 
the Court of Revision sitting to adju¬ 
dicate on assessments shall not include 
mem Iters of the tlourd of Aldermen." 

After the resolution had Iseen spoken 
to by the proposer It was unanimously 
carried. 

Municipal Candidates. 

The resolution as to making It com¬ 
pulsory that any municipal candidate 
for election should have paid all his 
taxea was also pnqtosed by J. K. Wil¬ 
son It was seconded by William 
Jackson und was as follows: 

"That this Association In public 
meeting assembled urge* upon the City 
Council the desirability of asking the 
Legislature to amend the Municipal < 
Act In such a way as to render any 
l>en»on who has not duly paid all his 
taxes Ineligible as a candidate at any 
Municipal Election, and ull candidates 
should be required to make an afflda- 
j vit to this effect" 

| In speaking to It J. K. Wilson stated 
' that it was an open secret that the 
fiscal agent* of the city were quite 
anxiou* at the manner in which the 
Council had trifled with the subject of 
delinquent taxes. This resolution also 
passed without any dissent 
Water Meters. 

The resolution proposed by C. Wil¬ 
son. and which was held over until It 
had received the consideration of the 
executive, udvocatlng a flat rate in¬ 
stead of a meter rate for water, 
brought out a statement from the 
mover to the effect that he believed 
the substitution of this plan would.re¬ 
sult In a saving of from $14,000 to 
$ 12,000 a year. 

F. J. O'Reilly, chairman, contested 
thi*. and stated, from his experience as 
a ‘director of two water companies, 
that the best way to sell water was by 
meter, a claim that C. Wilson would
